The vote came after administra- 
tion leadei-s had fought hard for 
the section under a hot fire of at- 
tack and Chairman Webb of the 
judiciary committee had told the 
house he had just heard from 
President Wilson that the section 
was necessary to the defense and 
safety of theT-oimti-y.

London, April 22.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—"The news 
of the past few weeks, both f r o m Rus- 
sia and f r o m Palestine, points to the 
opening of a new era for the Jewish 
race," declared Sir Alfred Mond in an 
interview today. 
Sir Alfred, who holds 
the 
post of 
first 
commissioner 
for 
works in the Lloyd George cabinet, is 
the only Jewish m e m b e r of the pres- 
ene ministry. 


"In Russia," he explained, "the rev- 
olution brings the promise of 
com- 
plete political emancipation; in Pal- 
estine, the British advance indicates in 
the near future the realization of some 
modified form of a national ideal which 
most Jews have held for centuries. 


"Of the two events, the revolution 
in Russia is much the more important 
development so far as Jews are con- 
cerned, for it applies to 6,000,000 of 
my race. 
Xothing like this number 
could possibly be affected by the ma- 
turing of the Palentinian ideal. 


"With the advent of a liberal regime 
in Russia, the .sentiment of America 
has changed, 
and 
Jewish influence, 
which 
was e.xerted 
on 
the 
side 
of 
anti-Russian 
feeling in 
America, 
is 
now pro-Rnssian—a. very remarkable 
but quite natural transformation.

"Jcwi.ch emigration from Russia to } 
the United States will now diminish | 
for the conditions that made for this j 
emigration no longer operate.

the new era the Russian Jews should !

In many branches of industry, 
finance, 
law and medicine, he has excelled. 


""When J was in New York the tre- 
mfndouK 
for educational progress 
even among the most illiterate of the 
Jews Avho had emigrated there, was 
one of the many things that impressed 
me. 
1 visited an extremely fine tech- 
nical school, btiilt by the municipality 
of Xew York, one of the finest Institu- 
tions of its kind T have ever seen, and 
there I v.as told that a very large pro- 
portion of the pupils were children of 
the poorest .Jewish parents who had 
come from Ru.ssia. 


"Jew.s in Russia have 
never 
been 
hostile to the people of Russia, 
but 
only to the despotic form of govern- 
ment there, and this hostility undoubt- 
edly played a great part in feeding the 
repugnance which democratic America 
discovered for the Russian autocracy." 


Opportunities in Palestine. 


Turning to the opportunity opened 
up for the Jewish race in Palestine by 
the entrance of the British armies. Sir 
Alfred said: 
"Are the Jews suitable 
for the agi'icultural life which 
must 
be the basis of the development of i 
this .sun-enriched .soil? 
Reference t o ! 
the Jewish agricultural colonies estab- 
lished in Palestine in recent years gives 
an affirmative answer. 
These colonies . 
have achieved remarkable results and i 
seem to point to the survival of the old 
pastoral instinct of the Jetvs. 


"1 consider that the Jew has a pe- 
culiar aptitude for faiming. 
If Jews 
are found today mostly in non-agri- 
cultural 
v)ursuits it is because 
they 
have been prevented 
for 
centuries

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RAISING THE TAX LEVY. 


To say that the city has been brought face 
to face suddenly with a need to increase the 
tax levy is to state the fact disingenuously. 
: 
The city has been conironted by that necessity 
= for a good many years and has consistently 
backed away from it. seeming to consider that 
' 
blinding its eyes'to the situation was perforco 
to abate it. Now, that certain municipal du- 
ties may be discharged, it is conceded that 
the 
money must be procured on the city's credit. 


For years the municipal government lias 
been leading a hand to moutb existence in re- 
spect of its iinances. 
There is never enough 
money to do the things that ought to be done. 
If, during the past decade, the city exchequer 
had been all along in such a state as to permit 
the government 1o discharge its civic obliga- 
tions completely there would be today many 
miles more of improved streets than there are 
and many miles of streets that are improved 
would be better maintained. The emergency 
at this time is of street improvements'. 
Ex- 
cept by borrowing money the city cannol fair- 
ly begin to pay its own share of half the j)av- 
ing that is demanded. 
This situation is a 
mere continua,nce. The city has been going on 
from year to year, during a long period, to 
carry forward the demands for paving, meet- 
•'-ing the most insistent of thorn and standing 
off tlie others. Now comes a situation that 
can be even partially met only by a recourse to 


must be done and Fort W&yne has come to 
that juncture of a f f a i r s . 
It ought to have 
been done long ago and it ought not to be put 
off any longer. And along Avith the increase 
should come certain reforms of property val- 
uations both in the interests of .iustice and the 
raising of more money. 


Fort Wayne cannot do the things that a 
progressive city should do and the things that 
the people are demanding of the municipal 
government unless the money be found to 
make possible the doing of them. A city can 
no more increase the pretentiousness of its 
manner of living on the revenues that sufficed 
for the simpler tastes of more primitive times 
than a householder can do it. 
You cannot 
move from a one-story cottage into a three- 
story mansion and get along on the same in- 
come. 


NO POSTPONEMENT NECESSARY. 


National emergencies iDresont no reason that 
the arrangements made by the legislature for 
a constitutional convention sliould be abated 
and the convention set back. It is proposed 
that if the general assembly be convoked in 
s}>eeial session to deal with the state's new 
tinaneial obligations growiug out of the AViir 
the convention fixed for next January be post- 
poned. 


Why it should be thought that the war can 
in any way prevent one hundred and fifteen 
of Indiana's good citizens from sitting during 
tiirce or four months in the early part of next 
year to reconstruct the constitution of the 
state is Jiot clear. It will not be a partisan afiFair 
there Mill be no j)artisan functions for the 
convention to niidertake. 
The election for 
choosing delegates next September Avill not 
be a }»artisan atfair—or at any rale (hero is 
no need 
that 
it should 
he. 
Indiana 
people 
ought to be ai)le to choose one hundred and 
fifteen men from among themselves who can 
go to the state capital and conRnn themselves 
to a decent and imtriotie endefivor to give the 
state a new body of organic hnvs that will be 
good for the commonwealth and for the ad- 
vancement of its interests and the happiness 
of its inhabitants. 
We believe that so 
many 
such men can be found. 


It is no longer a question of what this group 
of radicals or that coterie of, mossback con- 
servatives niMv htiA'c said oii the one hand as 
urging or on tli«' other hand as o}»]»osing a con- 
stitutional convention. 
The 
convention has 
been called and ihc arrangements made for 
holding it according to constitutional form.

But street paving does not comprehend the 
whole of the situation that is created by a 
sliortagc of funds. Street maintenance, street 
cleaning, sewer maintenance and cleaning, 
motorization of the fire department, police 
j.i'otcction , conservation of the public health 
and other municipal functions suffer and long 
have suffered for want of funds to enable their 
proper discharge. They will continue to suf- 
fer until the practical and courageous thing 
is done and ample funds arc provided to per- 
mit complete discharge of municipal duty.

A cleaned and a score of other municipal 
ligations will not be suitably discharged un- 
1 some provision is made for bringing in 
enough money. There is no wisdom in closing 
eyes to the compulsions of the situation. Be- 
cause the platform on which the last municipal 
elections were carried^pledged the triumphant 
party to the folly that it would not raise the 
tax levy during its present tenure does not 
improve and maintain streets and keep them 
clean, increase the efficiencies of the fire and 
police departments or accomplish a score of 
other necessary things that there should be no 
question cf doing and yet persistently are not 
done. Wo suppose that primarily the people 
themselves are to blame for not recognizing 
a situation that must bo patent to the common 
sense of all. If it were not so they would not 
be^ content to go on from year's cud to year's 
end and year after year tolerating the situa- 
tion without protest save in such instances

been 
adopted in several states. 
I n several 
states it is required t h a t every voter 
be able to read a n d write intelligently. 
In 
other 
states, 
it is required 
t h a t 
every voter m u s t have paid a poll tax 
before he votes. 
T h e idea behind these 
r e q u i r e m e n t s is a sound one. but t h e 
application of a 
Jusl system Is ex- 
treinely difficult a n d often results in 
injustice. 
W h a t shall be the test of 
a m a n ' s intelligence? 
T h e m e r e ability 
to read and write is a poor test. Surely 
one 
m u s t 
u n d e r s t a n d 
as well. 
But 
w h a t shall be t h e test of a m a n ' s un- 
d e r s t a n d i n g ? 
Some of t h e states re- 
quire t h a t he shall be able to 
read 
a n d e.xplain an3( passage of t h e con- 
.stitutlon. 
T h i s leaves it to tho 
dis- 
cretion of the partisan election b o a r d s 
as to w h e t h e r the voter explains in- 
telligently. 
It also leaves t h e selec- 
tion of the p a r t to be explained toJ.ha 
board. 
W h a t a n opportunity f o r u n - 
fairness! 
Moreover, a ' m a n m a y not 
be able to u n d e r s t a n d 
difficult pas- 
sages of t h e constitution—even .iudges 
differ on t h e m e a n i n g — b u t they may 
be excellent in their j u d g m e n t of t h e 
c h a r a c t e r of candidates.

read and write. 


If a s t a n d a r d of intelligence couUI 
be set

to cast -a ballot the educational tjcsi" 
would be just. 
But t h e m e r e test o? 
ability to read, write a n d 
understarid 
is hardly fair or sufficient. 
Probably 
we should require every person 
who 
has had t h e a d v a n t a g e of the schr»3l 
system to be able to read a n d j write 
in ordeV to vote as a sort of penaUy 
for those w h o fail to profit by w h a t 
is offered freel.v in education. 
But 
with compulsory educ9.tdon Ave ought 
very soon to be able to say t h a t t h e r e 
is not a native born citizen of I n d i a n a 


w h o could not m e e t any 
educational 
test f o r voting. 
In 1910 t h e r e 
w e r e 
66,213 persons in Indiana over 10 y e a r s 
of age w h o could not read or write. 
By 1920 this should be materially re- 
duced and by 1930 practically elimi- 
nated except in the case of defectives. 


T h e tax paying r e q u i r e m e n t is m u c h 
easier of application. 
T h e idea tliat 
every voter should contribute to tho 
s u p p o r t of his g o v e r n m e n t is unques- 
tionable. 
I s t h e test to be t h a t a m a n 
m u s t 
have paid a 
poll tax or som# 
other particular t a x ? 
Hardly, because 
if a m a n 
contributes his portion 
in 
a n y way he o u g h t not to be required 
to 
p a y a n y 
p a r t i c u l a r 
tax. 
Even 
t h o u g h only a p a r t of t h e people a p - 
pear on t h e tax rolls as paying a p-r! 
tax or p r o p e r t y tax every m a n 
a n d 
w o m a n is taxed in one f o r m or a n - 
othfcr for t h e s u p p o r t of government. 
T h e federal g o v e r n m e n t is supported 
largely by indirect taxes which a r e dis- 
tributed over all t h e people w h o use 
commodities. 
Kvery 
t i m e 
a 
mnii 
s m o k e s a cigar lie pa.vs a little 
toward 
t h e s u p p o r t of the United States g »v- 
e r n m e n t . 
By the system of indirect 
taxes t h e poor m a n whose n a m e does 
not a p p e a r on t h e tax duplicate piiys 
m o r e in proportion to his ability 
to 
pay t h a n t h e rich m a n w h o gets t h e 
credit on the tax duplicate for the sup- 
port of t h e 
government. 


^Moreover the m a n w h o actually pays 
tiie tax to the collector often has %vays 
of s h i f t i n g the tax to t h e 
consun.er. 
T h e money lender takes his taxes into 
account In fixing the rate of interest 
or the fees for a loan and charges it 
partly at 
least up to the 
borroVer. 
T h e 
landlord 
shifts tlie 
tax 
to 
thtj 
t e n a n t and 
the shopkeeper 
tenant 
passes his part on to t h e 
consumer. 
So on the whole It is ratlier 
inifair 
to say that a m a n ought not to have 
an interest in voting if he does 
not 
pay a poll 
tax or a 
property 
tax. 
Evei-yone is interested in voting 
be- 
cause everyone pays a part of the cost 
of public aifairs either dircctly or in- 
directly. 


T h u s while the principle is sound, 
the application exclusion m a y be un- 
fair.

jail here 
charged with the m u r d e r of 
Faustin 
Lassere, a wealthy laiicher. 


They have confessed that Mrs, H a m - 
mond «committed 
bigamy 
when 
she 
married Lassere in Madera. Col., last 
February, and t h a t they plotted 
and 
carried out the brutal m u r d e r of the 
elderly r a n c h e r to gain his wealth and 
property. 


Together they buried the body in a 
secret grave on the f a r m and 
con- 
tinued 
to live there, 
spending 
Las- 
.sere's money and riding about in his 
motor car, until their crime Avas dis- 
covered.

H a m m o n d , the real husband, a p p e a r e d 
a t the f a r m a few days later. 


Lassere was killed as the three sat 
a t the evening meal on M a r c h 30. 
On 
the prete.Kt of getting salt the young 
w o m a n 
left 
the table, 
obtained 
a 
heavy j i a m m e r and f r o m behind 
her 
unsuspecting husband 
of a 
m o n t h 
struck him repeatedly on the head. 


The blows were not fatal. 
H a m - 
mond fired six bullets into t h e ranch- 
er'.s bod.v. 
Then his throat Avas cut.

change and the addition of 
first one sauce, 
then another, gives 
such change to asparagus that it be- 
comes ever interesting, never monot- 
onous. 


A good white or drawn butter sauce 
should be rather thick for asparagus, 
as the asparagus is decidedly watery. 
When these sauces are used the heads 
of the asparagus may rest on narrow 
.«ifnp.s of 
thin, buttered toast. The 
sauce should be poured over the tips 
only, or else poured at the side of 
the plate. 


Cold asparagus can be .served with 
^^naigrette sauce. 
To make this dis- 
solve a saltspoonful of salt in a tea- 
spoonful of water, add a tablespoon- 
ful of good vinegar, three tablespoon- 
fuls of olive oil, half a teaspoonful of 
onion juice and a dash of cayenne 
pepper. 
Mix with a Dover egg beater, 
chill and pour over the asparagus. 


Cold asparagus can be served oc- 
casionally as a change. 
This is es- 
pecially tempting for luncheon. 
It 
can be served with a French dre.s.sing, 
made of three parts of olive oil to one 
of the lemon juice or bland vinegar 
and seasoned with a little paprika and 
salt to taste, and beaten thoroughly 
with a silver fork. 
Both the dress- 
ing and the asparagus should be thor- 
oughly chilled. 


A little finely minced parsley can 
occasionally be added to either white 
or drawn butter sauce for asparagus.

Proper Care of Sink 


By MARY URIE WATSON. 


(Domestic 
Science 
Expert 
Ontario 
Agricultural i^ollcge.) 


The articles required to make this 
work thorough and easy on the hands 
are rubber gloves, an old granite or 
iron dish, a stick, washing soda, a 
small sieve, trap brush and a monkey 
wrench. Put one-third cupful of soda 
in the granite dish, and add one quart 
of water. 
Bring it to a boil, stirring 
to dissolve the soda but only with a 
stick which can be thrown away. 


Pour the quart of boiling .soda water 
down the sink plug hole. 
Be careful 
not to let the soda get on the hands 
or drain boards. 


See that no watei- goes down the 
sink f6r half an hour. 


Plug the sink and All with hot 
water, then remove plug and let the 
rush of water finish cleaning out the 
trap. 


Rinse, dry and put away the clean- 
ing apparatu.s. 


Every .sink and trap in the hou.se 
.should have this treatment at least 
oncc a week. 


To clean a, trap, boil one-quarter 
cupful of washing soda in two quarts 
of water. 


Set a pail under the trap and un- 
screw the cap. 


Remove any ob.structions and brush 
out both sides of trap. 


Pour the hot soda .solution down 
the sink; then .screw on the cap. 


Plug the .sink, fill it with water, and 
flu.sh tiio trap. 


Exainine the trap to make sure It is 
not 
leaking.

During the fourth year, milk still 
remains an 
important part 
of the 
child's food, but much of it may now 
be given in the form of bread and 
milk, milk soups, or milk puddingi--, 
or it may be poured over the cereal. 


Some children 
object to drinking 
milk, and in such cases it is wise to 
differ it under some such disguise. The 
cereal need no longer be strained, but 
must be very thoroughly cooked. 


The diet at this time should include 
all articles advised for earlier years, 
with the addition of more meats, vege- 
tables, and fruits. 
Baked 
potatoes, 
with a little butter, are a staple food 
at this period. 
Bread and butter, or 
toast and butter, and plenty of hard 
crusts or 
.swieback are 
important. 
Eggs or meat, such as roasted, boiled, 
or broiled beef, mutton, chickcn or flsli, 
should be given at least once a day. 


The child of 
four will 
probably 
thrive on three or four meals a» day, 
the heaviest being taken in the mid- 
dle of the day. If he appears to be 
hungry, a light l.unch such as milk, 
may be given in the interval between 
breakfast and dinner and supper, but 
no nibbling should be permitted i)e- 
tween 
meals. 
A child 
should bo 
taught to come to the table with that 
vigorous appetite for his food 
that 
leads to good digestion and assimila- 
tion. 


Food .should bo carefully prepared 
to fit it to a child'.s powers and should 
be served in an apetizing fashion at 
proper 
intervals. 
Young 
children 
should not bo offered "tastes" of the 
family meals, as this habit tend.s lo 
destroy tlie appetite for the .siniple, 
rather restricted diet adapted to their 
need. 


Children should have an abundance 
of pure, cool drinking water. 
This is 
especially important in sunvmer, when 
they are perspiring freely. 
If there 
is any doubt about the purity of the 
water it should be filtered or boiled, 
or both. ' 


Since it is alway^s difficult for chil- 
dren to chew their food properly it 
should be finely minced, mashed, or 
softened for them throughout 
these 
early year.^. 


Never 
under 
any 
clrcumstanees 
should children have coffee, tea. or 
strong cocoa. 
They should have no 
highly seasoned or spiced foods, .ich 
pastries, raw vegetables, onions, corn, 
or cabbage.

He then defeated and 
drove Villa off when he attacked the 
state capital. 
Loading his brigade on

troop 
trains 
General 
Murguia 
rushed them to Juarez and then into 
the 
country 
eva<-uated 
by 
(Jenei-al 
Pershing's punitive expedition to un- 
dertake 
a 
r-omprehensive 
enveloping 
movement against the Villa troops. 


General Murguia wears the charac- 
teristically fierce black moustaches of 
the Mexican army officer, has

snapping black eyes and a bulbus nose 
and a strong chin.

LESSON FOR MAY 6 


JESUS THE SERVANT OF ALL: 


LESSON TEXT-John 13:1-15. 
GOLDEN TEXT—And whosoever of you; 
will be the chlefest, shall be servant of 
all.—Mk. 10:44, 


This lesson Is really ft continuation 
of the latter part of the lesson of last 
week, for the glory of Jesus is his un- 
selfishness whereby he wrought out re- 
demption for mankind. 


I. Selfishness Amid Holy Surround« 
ings (TV. 1-11). The world does not 
appreciate Jesus. It never has. "His 
own," the Jews, did not appreciate 
him. 
We are considering him today 
as he was about to depgirt from the 
.world that had despised, and rejected 
him to one that appreciated him (Heb. 
1-6). 
The development. 
Verse 2 
•tells of the Satanic suggestion that 
came to the heart of Judas. In it was 
personal-desire, and, connected with It, 
human conspiracy. 
The coming to 
'this upper room has been pointed out 
by a man bearing a pitcher (Mk. 
14:12-16), the pitcher being suggestive 
of the Holy Spirit which was about to 
'come In the place of the visible Christ, 
;and It is in the midst of such «acred 
surroundings as this that Satan enters 
the hearts of students. 
This is a sug- 
gestion as to the power of environment. 
Environment Is an aid, but it does not 
produce effective safety. No moment 
Is too holy for Satanic 
suggestion. 
Jesus knew that the hour was come 
when he was to depart out of the 
world, 
"Having loved his own, he 
loved them to the end." Even though 
the Father had given all things Into 
his hands, still it was necessary foi 
him to teach the disciples once more, 
nnd finally, the lesson of humility. He 
knew 
and remembered 
the strife 
among the disciples (Luke 22:24-28). 
Doctor Bonard's famous dream, analyz- 
ing zeal as being made up of ambi- 
tion, pride and elements other than 
the love of God is worthy of consid- 
eration in this connection. 
We need 
to realize the danger of selfishness 
even in our service for God. Have we 
examined our motives? 
If the con- 
sequences of our superiority, either of 
rank or ability, tempts us to shirk the 
lowliest of services. It is time for 
God's children to recall this scene, and 
remember that "the servant is not 
greater than his Lord," Peter's strong 
protest (V. 8) brings out the fact that 
the washing by Christ of the dis- 
ciples' 
feet 
was 
deeper 
than 
merely 
the 
outward 
application 
of water (See Rom, 8:9). 


II. Service, the Evidence of Divine 
Humility (vv. 12-15). (1) This service 
was tender. Jesus had all things (v. 
3), yet he became the servant of all. 
(2) It was for all. All needed a wash- 
ing. All the disciples needed to learn, 
and all servants must learn, to obey. 
(3) It signified sanctificatlon.' We are 
saved once for all, but we are con- 
stantly being stained by our contact 
with sin in the world; hence the need 
of renewed cleansing. 
New light re- 
veals new need of cleansing, 
(4) It 
signified deity. Jesus read the thoughts 
of his disciples. He became their serv- 
ant that In years to come they mlghf 
know the meaning of service. He be- 
came their example, and la years to 
corne they remembered his knowledge 
and service. (6) It was for "his own," 
The disciples did not know what It 
was he had done to them. 
Little do 
we understand oftentimes what it is 
the Lord has done to us, Jesas set 
them an example whereby he would 
remove the dirt of crime, self-seeking 
and every manifestation of selfishness 
from their sin-stained souls. We may 
call Jesus Lord and Master, and it is 
well that we do so, for Master and 
Lord he Is Indeed, but, if we call him 
so, let us not do aught than make him 
In our lives what we call him with our 
lips. 
The idea here emphasized has 
given rise to much religious literature. 
"The Inaitation of Christ" by Thomas 
a'KempIs, Is the most popular book In 
the world next to the Bible. 


"Verily, verily, I say unto you" (r. 
16). This Introduction shows how Im- 
portant Christ considered his teaching 
at this point. 
"The servant Is not 
greater than his Lord" (See Matt. 10: 
24; Luke 6:40; 22-27). 
If the Lord 
bent-^o this lowly service, certainly 
they, the servants, should not think It 
beneath them to do likewise, nor 
should the one that is sent (an apos- 
tle) consider himself greater than he 
that sent him. John, who wrote this 
eplstl», was one of the apostles guilty 
of an unholy strife for power and po- 
sition, and desirous of bringing fire 
down upon those who did not acknowl- 
edge and follow Jesus, but he became 
a 
marvel of love and tenderness. 


Knowing and doing are the twin pil- 
lars of the Christian faith upon which 
the house of happiness Is built. 
Such 
service Is not egotistical. 


It IS this that has proved the supe- 
riority of Christianity over «11 the re- 
ligions of the world. 


If we seek to do service for others, 
then we have the right to call Jesus 
Master and Lord, but If we seek honor 
rather than, to be humbly useful, we 
shall have no right to call hlra thus. 


This instance made a deep Impres- 
sion upon Peter, as can be seen from 
the striking Illusion in his first eplstl* 
(I JPet. 5:5 n . v.).

The commerce of thor British Isles 
is being throttled. 


No method has been found for suc- 
cessfully dealing with the submarine. 


The battleship has been driven from 
tlie sea and commerce is now depend- 
ent'on the outcome of the duel between 
the submarine and the defensive make- 
shifts which have bee^p devised to de- 
fend against it. 


The latest official summary of ships 
sunk in the British djinger zone by 
Gorman subnmrines 
shows a larger 
tonnage and a larger number of ships 
than during any week sincc Germany 
resumed the po-licy of 
"unrestricted 
submarine wai-faii." 
^ 


Forty vessels of more than 
1,600 
tons, and many vessels of smaller ton- 
nage were sunk during the week end- 
ing April 27. and these figures do not 
include neutral ships, nor 
shoAV the 
total tonnage sent to the bottom. 


The subniarine is now demonstrated 
to bp a peril, actually menacing the 
supremacy of Great Britain on the 
seas. 


These are some of. the facts com- 
municated to litis i^vernment by tlje 
commissioners 
-from 
England 
and 
France now in Washington. 


They were known in a less detiled 
wia,y by President WiLson and his cabi- 
net, advisers before the commissions 
arrived, and may serve to explain in 
part why 
AVilson felt that 
it was 
necessary, as he said in his me-ssage to 
congress, to lead a great and paeceful 
people into the world war. 


If the British lose control of the sea 
what will happen to America? 


It has been said by critics with a 
large measure of truth that the peo- 
ple of the United States have been 
seeking and finding safety behind the 
British fleet. 


What if these lines are broken? 
It is not the actual ship tonnage per 
week now being destroyed that makes 
the submarine so threatening. 
It is 
the fact that no "specific," as the doc- 
tors say. has been found to'cure it. 


If 100 
submarines can 
get forty 
ships of 1,600 tons in one week, how 
many ships of similar tonnage could 
1,000 submarines get in a year? 
That 
is the problem of the war. 
And the 
answer is obvious. 
A specific must be 
found 
or the 
"Island Empire" 
is 
doomed. 


What the submarine has done to 
the battleship is best described by an 
expeit of the British navy who fore- 
saw the present state of affairs as long 
ago as 1913. 
In a letter to the Lon- 
don Times, written in December of 
that year. Sir Percy Scott, an admiral 
in the British na\->-, said: 


"If we go to war with a country 
that is within the striking distance of 
submarines, I am of opinion that coun- 
try vvill at once lock up their dread- 
naughts in some safe iiarbor; we shall 
do the same; tlieir aeroplanes and air? 
ship.'? will fly over our country; they 
will know exactly where our ships are; 
and theii- submarines will come over 
and. destroy anything and everything 
they can get at. 


"We shall, of course, do the same, 
but an island, with many harbors and 
much shipping, is at a great disad- 
\antage if the enemy has submarines. 


"I do not think the importance <.f 
submarines has bee nfully recognized; 
neither do I think it has been realised 
how completely their advent has revo- 
lutionized naval warfare. In my opin- 
ion. as the motor vehicle has driven 
the horse from the road, so has tl.e 
submari ne driven the battleship fi'oni 
the sei." 


.Just what Sir Percy foresaw has 
come to pass. 


Germany may be beaten on land be- 
fore the submarines can gnaw their 
Avay to Britain's vitals. 
The drive on 
the western fiont is directed to that 
end. 
But that is a hard nut to crack. 


Has Great Britain becoemo ur weak- 
est instead of our stronge.st ally? And 
suppose the subs win? 
Suppose the 
price of food to England is the sur- 
render of her navy? 
Is the United 
States ready? 


The United States must have sub- 
maiines. 
Our 
government 
is

cruisers. 
To come to

United States an invading nation must 
have transport and the submarine is 
just as effective against transport ships 
as it is against merchant vessel and 
battleships.

(By a Gardener.) 


Within a week after planting your 
seed potatoes begin cultivation. 


Mulch the soil about the plants, be- 
tween them and between the rows, 
taking care not to bruise the sprouts. 
Begin drawing 
the soil 
toward the 
plants, so there will be slight 
hills 
about each, these hills will get higher 
by this sort of cultivation. 


It is unwise to start planting po- 
tatoes before May, for they are much 
inclined to I'ot in the ground if a wet 
spell comes along. 


Potatoes should 
be cultivated 
at 
least six times 
after 
th^y are up. 
That will keep down the weeds, build 
up the hills and keep the top soil 
mulched.

Soil inclined to become hard needs 
hoeing oftener than 
loose soil. 
In 
dry weather hoeing should be more 
frequent to conserve moisture. 
But 
don't hoe while the ground is soaked. 
That makes clods, which allow evapo- 
ration of moisture In the ground. 


W^hen hoeing, be careful not to dig 
deeply around the plants for you may 
injure the growing potatoes. 


The size of the hill depends a lot 
upon the condition. 
It should be suf- 
ficient to protect the tubers from sun- 
burn and from early frosts. 
If pota- 
toes have been planted shallow, more 
hilling will be needed than if 
they 
haye been 
planted 
deep, 
and the 
depth of-planting depe^nds much upon 
the conditldn of your soil., Light soils, 
detp;: hepiyy. •dim; : shallow.

estine, the British advance indicates in 
the near future the realization of some 
modified form of a national ideal which 
most Jews have held for centuries. 


"Of the two events, the revolution 


in Russia is much the more important 
development so far as Jews are con- 
cerned, for it applies to 5,000,000 ot! 
my race. 
Nothing like this number 


could possibly be affected by the ma- | 
turing of the I'alcntinian ideal.

"With the advent of a liberal regime | 


in Russia, the sentiment of America I 
has changed, 
and 
Jewish influence, I 


which was exerted on the side o f ' 
anti-Russian 
feeling in America, is 


now pro-Russian—a very remarkable 
but quite natural transformation. 


Emigration to America to Halt. 
"Jewish emigration from Russia to 


the United States will now diminish j 
for the conditions that made for this i 
emigration no longer operate. Under 
the new era the Russian Jews should 
shed the characteristics 
which 
are 


largely due to repression, to exclusion 
from the life of the nation. Embraced 
In the nation, they will be moulded 
by the national genius of the Russian 
people while retaining their own indi- 
viduality. 


"Russia will find now that her new- 


born Jews arc a tremendous asset. 
Wherever tho Jew has received full 
liberty, as in England and the United 
States, he has provcd'hlmself an ener- 
getic, enterprising: and loyal citizen. 
In many branches of industry, finance, 
law and medicine, he has excelled. 


"When I was in New York the trc- 


Miondous zest for educational progress 
even among the most'illiterate of tho 
.lews who hail emigrated there, was 
ne of the many things that .impressed 
ic. I visited an extremely fine tech- 
leal school, built by the municipality 
f New York, one of the finest Institu- 
lons of Its klml I have ever seen. Slid 
here I was told that a very largo pro- 
ortlon of the pupils were children of 


thn poorest Jewish parents who had 
••ome from Russia. 


"Jews in Russia have iicv»r been 


liwtilf to' the people of Russia, but 
only In the despotic form of gcivern- 
nipnt thcrr-. ami this hostility undoubt- 
edly played a grent part In feeding the 
repugnance which democratic America 
(Uncovered for the Rtiwlan autocracy." 


Opportunities.In Palestine. 


• ' • - Titrnl.ni; to tho opportunity opened 
up for the Jewish raco In Palestine by 
the entrance of the British armies. Sir 
Alfred (i*ld: "Are tho Jews suitable 
for tho agflcultural llfo which must 
bo tho basis of the development of 
this sun-cnrlchcd soil? Reference to 
tho Jewish agricultural colonies ostab- 
llv^cd in Palestine In recent years gives 
nit affirmative answer. These colonies 
Inive achieved remarkable results and 
nceni to point to the survival of the old 
pastoral instinct of tho Jews. 


"I consider that the,.Icw has a pe- 


ciillsir aptitude for farming, 
if Jews 


wre found today mostly In non-agrl- 
i-iiltupil pursuits It is because, they

from owning land, so of necessity they 
have congregated in tho cities, t 
should like to-see a much larger agri- 
cultural clement among my people, for 
the physical results to the race would 
be'very appreciable.'

RAISING THE TAX LEVY. 


To say that the city has been brought face 


"to face suddenly with a need to increase the 
tax levy is to state the fact disingenuously. 
The city has been confronted by that necessity 
for a good many years and has consistently 
backed away from it, seeming to consider that 
"blinding its eyes to the situation ivas perforce 
to abate it. No\v, that certain municipal du- 
ties may be discharged, it is conceded that the 
.money must be procured on the city's credit. 


For-years the municipal government lias 


been leading a hand to month existence in rc- 
'spcct of its finances. There is never enough 
money to do the things that ought to be done. 
If, during the past decade, the city exchequer 
had been all along in such a state as to permit 


• the government to discharge its civic oblign- 
;tionfe completely thsre would be today many 
dnilcs more of improved streets than there arc 
wnd many miles of streets that, arc improved 
would be better maintained. The emergency 
;it this time is of street improvements. Kx- 
ce]>t by borrowing money the city cannot fair- 
ly begin trt pay its own share of hall' the pav- 
ing that is demanded. This situation is a 
jiierc continuance. The city has been going un 
from year to year, during n loiig period, to 
carry forward the demands for pnving, niecl- 
•trng the most insistent of them and standing 
off the others. Now comes a situation that, 
can bo even partially met only by n recourse to 
credit. There is nothing to be said specifically 
against that—for the city has abundant, credit 
'—and the city cannot well escape obligation 
1o do its own share of carrying on material 
improvements. 


But. street paving dons not. comprehend the 


whole of the situation that is created by a 
.sliorlage oF funds. Htrcct maintenance, street, 
cleaning, sewer maintenance and cleaning, 
motorization of the lire department, police 
protection , conservation of the public health 
and other municipal functions suffer and long 
liave suffered for wailt of funds to enable their 
proper discharge. They will continue to suf- 
fer until the practical and courageous thing 
is done and ample funds nre provided to per- 
mit complete discharge of municipal duty. 
That should have been done many .years ago 
find would have been done except for political 
cowardice and the strange obsession of civic 
i'dgyism that there was something sacred and 
never to l)o disturbed in the "old dollar 
I'.'vy." The city by slow and short steps eon- 


ivcd at, length to get away from the "dollar 
".•y," but not, far enough to meet the accnmu- 


i i t i n g obligations of government in a commun- 
i t y whose people nre striving to advance. 


Fort, Wayne's streets will not, be rapidly 
nigh improved and properly maintained 
:1 cleaned and a score of other municipal 
.iigations will not be suitably discharged un- 


. 1 some provision is made for bringing in 
enough money. There is no wisdom in closing 
eyes to the compulsions of the situation. Be- 
cause the platform on which the last municipal 
elections were carried pledged the triumphant 
party to the folly that: it would not raise the 
tax levy during its present tenure does not 
improve and maintain streets and keep them 
clean, increase the efficiencies of the fire and 
police departments or accomplish a score of 
other necessary things that there should be no 
question cf doing and yet persistently arc not 
done. Wo suppose that primarily the people 
themselves are to blame for not recognizing 
a situation that must be patent to the common 
sense of all. If it were not so they would not, 
be content to go on from year's end to year's 
end and year after year tolerating the situa- 
tion without protest save in such instances 
bere and there as touch sections or neighbor- 
flood* directly. Yet all sections and 
all 


neighborhoods aro touched many times and in 
many •'.rnjn by the financial shortcomings of 
,th«ir umnioipal government from adminis- 
Jration to administration. 


Increasing tax levies is about as disagree- 


able a job as can be imagined for those who 
h»v« it to do, but it is a task that sojiip.Umcs 


move from a one-story cottage into a t Inve- 
ntory mansion aud get along uu the same in- 
come. 


NO POSTPONEMENT NECESSARY. 


National emergencies present no reason that, 


the arrangements made by the legislature for 
a constitutional convention should be abated 
aud the convention set back. Jt is proposed 
that if the general assembly be convoked in 
special session to deal with the state's new 
financial obligations growing out of the war 
the convention fixed for next Januiiry be post- 
poned. 


Why it should be thought that the war can 


in any way prevent, one hundred and fifteen 
of Indiana's good citizens from sitting during 
three or four months in the early part of next 
year to reconstruct the constitution of tin- 
state is not clear. It will not be a partisan affair 
there will be no partisan functions for the 
convention to undertake. The election for 
choosing delegates next September will not 
be a partisan affair—or at any rate there is 
no need that it should be. Indiana people 
ought to be able to choose one hundred and 
iiftccn men from among themselves who can 
go to the state capital aud confine themselves 
to a decent and patriotic endeavor to give the 
state a new body of organic laws that will be 
good for the commonwealth and for the ad- 
vancement of its interests and the happiness 
of its inhabitants. We believe that so many 
such men can be found. 


It is no longer a c|iicstion of what this group 


of radicals nr that, coterie of mossbnek con- 
servatives may have said on the one hand as 
urging or on the other bund as opposing a con- 
stitutional convention. 
The 
convention has 


been called and the arrangements made for 
holding it according to constitutional form. 
Nothing is to be gained by postponement. That 
will not a hale :iny of (lie contentions that arc 
bound to conic up in the sessions of the dole- 
gates. The war has no bearing on the issues 
that, the people wanl the convention to dis- 
pose of. 
No piod principles wili suffer in- 


jury at the hands of a convention that, meets 
nexl. January; no had principles will be less 
difficult, to combat next year than year after 
next. 


Lei the elections for delegates be held in 


September and let those chosen assemble m 
January following as already provided. In 
hhorf, let, the legislature keep its hands off 
of what it has done and what it showed in 
overwhelming majority it considered good aud 
wholesome at the time it did that thing. 


Everybody will welcome tho advent of the 


Indiana public service commission to the in- 
vestigation of the coal shortage in this state. 
Commissions and inquiries do not commonly 
get far or go deep, and certainly never help 
much, if any, but maybe this is to be the ex- 
ception. There is plenty of coal in the ground 
and some say out, of it as well: but is not get- 
ting anywhere. If the commission can discov- 
er why it, will be a grent and almost novel dis- 
tinction for commission inquiry. 


All we can say it thnt if it. had pleased fate 


and the American government's secret service 
to let General Joffre and M. Vivian! come to 
Fort Wayne they would have been very glad 
they came aud thoroughly pleased with the 
heartiness and good will of their reception, 
and Fort Wayne—Fort, Wayne would have 
been thoroughly appreciative of the honor and 
a lot of other things that it, might sound silly 
now to say as a mere protestation of potential 
delight. 


Defenses of the American volunteer con- 


tinue to rise from here and there. It is all a 
futility. The American volunteer of any 
American war needs no defense. Selective 
conscription was not designed to reach the 
citizen who volunteers, but, the citizen who 
doesn't. That is the justice of it. 


The Russians made out pretty well to stand 


two or three months of political freedom and 
social liberty without trying to kick things to 
pieces, but. they have broken under the strain 
and no one can say what is coming next.

JUST HOW THE SELECT SERVICE LAW WILL WORK 


(By filLSOJf GARDNER.) 


Washington. D. C.. JMay 4.—How 


will it work—this selective con- 
scription? 


In general, this is the answer: 
There will be une big day named 


very soon after the 
president 


sisns the 
conscription law. for 


registering all men between the 
agw named in the law. 


The same officers who do the 


registering will, as soon as pos- 
sible, do the work of selecting the 
men for the first draft. 


The fact that registering and 


selecting officers 
arc the 
same 


makes it interesting to see who 
these are to be. It will all be out- 
lined in a letter by tho president 
to governors of states. 


Governors will be ordered to 


appoint registration boards. 
In 


every county and city there will 
be a board of three. In the county 
this board will consist of sheriff, 
county clerk and medical officer, 
or t:ome registered plfi'sician of 
till- county. In cities the organi- 
witions will follow political ill- 
visions into wards and precincts. 


The governor will appoint a, 


board of three to register eaeli city 
of over HO,000 inhabitants. This 
board will appoint assistant regls- t 
trars who may 
be tho election 


officers of wards and precincts. 


There will be no military peo- 


ple on these local registry hoards.

quota will be based on the popu- 
lation. 


If a precinct has registered 500 


men and the quota required from 
that precinct is 150. the names of 
the 500 will be put in a box and 
drawn out one at a time, each be- 
ing given a number; All over 225 
for example 
will be 
excused. 


Then the 225 will be summoned 
to, appear before the registration 
officers and will be examined as 
to military fitness or liability to 
exemption. 


Men having positions in muni- 


tions plants will be excused, as 
will those having dependent wives, 
mothers, or 
otherwise 
coming 


within the exempted class. The 
rest will be certified to the presi- 
dent as liable to military serx'ice. 


Unfairness jn refusing exemp- 


tion for proper cause will be the 
basis of an appeal to a board of 
appeal to be created in Washing- 
ton. 


Those accepting the ruling of 


the local board will be given time 


to settle personal affairs before re- 
porting to training camp. 


Such, in general terms is the 


machinery for putting into effect 
the selective conscription law. 
The law purposely leaves all de- 
tails to the president. 
The lat- 


ter is empowered to give orders 
to state officials requiring them 
to carry out tho registration and 
selection and any failure to com- 
ply is made a misdemeanor pun- 
ishable by imprisonment. 


The president has complete lati- 


tude in creating machinery for 
registering and selecting men. It 
it does not seem practicable to 
have the local board made up of 
the county sheriff, medical officer 
and county clerk, he may make 
other selections. 


The creation of the board ot 


appeal in Washington is abso- 
lutely under his discretion. This 
may be a tribunal consisting of 
one or two persons or it may con- 
sist of many. 


Probably it will have to be a 


very large institution since It will 
be required to deal with many 
appeals from many parts of the 
country. 


It will become naturally a clear* 


ing house for the business of se- 
curing exemptions through mem- 
bers of congress who are already 
under great pressure from con- 
stituents who have sons or rela- 
tives whom they wish to keep 
out of the army.

EDUCATIONAL AND TAX REQUIREMENTS FOR VOTING. 


(Copyright 1917 by Henry A. Lapp.) 


It is a popular declaration that every 


voter should be intelligent and that 
the ignorant should be excluded from 
voting. 
It is equally popular to de- 


clare that every voter should be a tax- 
payer. 
These two ideas have been 


adopted in several states. In several 
.status it is required that every voter 
l>e able to read and write intelligently. 
In other states. It is required that 
every voter must have paid a poll tax 
before he votes'. The idea behind these 
requirements is a Hound one. btit tho 
Application of n. Just system Is ex- 
tremely difficult and often results in 
injustice. 
What shall bo the test of 


n limit's IntelllKence? The mere ability 
t« read and write Is a poor lest. Surely 
one must understand ns welt. 
But 


what shrtll bo tho test of a man's un- 
derstanding? Somo of tho states re- 
quire that ho shall be able to read 
and explain nny passage of tho con- 
stitution. 
This leaves it to tho dis- 


cretion of the partisan election boards 
as to whether tho voter explains in- 
trlllKciitly. 
It also leaves the selec- 


tion of the part to bo «xplft)ned to thd 
liiuinl. What an opportunity for un- 
fairness! 
Moreover, a man may not 


lie able to understand difficult pas- 
WIBPS of the constitution—even judges 
differ on the moaning—but they may 
bo excellent In their judgment nf the 
character of candidates. 


Wo find also in every community 


men and women who did not have tho 
advantages of free schools nml nre 
handicapped by that fact, yet Whoso 
judgment is belter on public question* 
and upon candidates than that ot 
many who have the technical ability 
to read and write. Thousands ot un- 
school«jd foreigners aro unable to read 
anil write, at least In tho English lan- 
guage, because they grew up under 
oppressive conditions abroad but most 
of them possess Just as much political 
sense and judgment as many who cun 
read and write. 


It it standard of intelligence cou'K: 


he set up which could bo used to 
measure each person's responsibility 
to cast a ballot the educatlona.1 tesi 
would bo just. But the more test or 
ability to read, write and understand 
is hardly fair or sufficient. 
Probably 


we should require every person who 
hns had the advantage of the seh'o! 
system to be able to read and write 
in order to vote as a sort of penalty 
for, those who fail to profit by what 
Is offered freely In education. 
But 


with compulsory education we ought 
very soon to be able to say that there 
is not a native born citizen of Indian* 


who could not meet any c3uca.tiup.al 
test for voting. 
In 1910 there were 


66.213 persons in Indiana over 10 years 
of age who could, not read or write. 
By 1920 this should be materially re- 
duced and by 1930 practically elimi- 
nated except in the case ot defectives. 


The tax paying requirement is much 


easier of application. 
The idea that 


every voter should contribute to tho 
support of his government is unques- 
tionable. Is the test to be that a man 
must have paid a poll tax or som« 
other particular tax? Hardly, because 
if a man contributes his portion in 
any way he ought not to be required 
to 
pay any 
particular tax. 
Even 


though only a part of the people ap- 
pear on tho tax rolls us paying a p-i-! 
tax or property tax every man nnd 
woman Is taxed In one form or an- 
other for tho support of government. 
The federal government Is supported 
largely by Indirect taxes which aro dis- 
tributed over all tho people who uso 
commodities. 
Kvery 
time a 
nvm 


smokes a cigar ho pays a. little toward 
the nupport of the United States s iv- 
ornmont. 
By the system of indirect 


taxes tho noor man whoso no mo does 
not appear on the tax duplicate pj-ya 
more In proportion to hlw ability to 
pay than tho rich man who gets the 
credit on tho tax duplicate for tho sup- 
port of tho government. 


Moreover the man who actually pays 


the tax to tho collector often has ways 
of shifting Ibo tax to the consun.cr. 
Tho money louder takes his taxes Into 
account In fixing tho rato of interest 
or tho fees for a loan and charges it 
partly at least up to the borrower. 
The landlord shifts the tax to thr> 
tenant and 
tho xhopkecpor 
tenant 


passes his part on to tho consumer. 
So on tho whole it is rathc.r unfair 
to say that a man ought not to have 
nn Interest in voting if ho does not 
pay n. poll 
tax or a 
property tax. 


Everyone is Interested in voting be- 
cause everyone pa\s a part of the cost 
of public affairs either directly or in- 
directly. 


Thus while the principle Is sound, 


tho application exclusion may ho un- 
fair. As a means of registration fo- 
votlng tho payment of a small poll 
tax might bo effective.

ufacture such liquors or to place in- 
toxicating liquors under the provisioi s 
of the Harrison anti-narcotic drug act. 


What valid argument can the liquor 


Interests bring to bear against any 
of these provisions? 
Will they deny 


that a sober seldier or sober sailor 
is a better defender of the flag than 
thfe soidler or sailor whose brain is be- 
fuddled with alcoholic poison? 
Wil! 


they argue that a liquor selling es- 
tablishment on the border of an army 
camp improves the discipline and effi- 
ciency of the soldiers? 
Or will they 


say that beer and whisky are more 
necessary to the life of our people than 
bread? Now the liquor interests have 
an opportunity to prove their boasted 
patriotism b^ not 
opposing these 


measures. 


Our allies in the great war havo 


discovered 
that alcohol 
is a traitor 


within their lines. Have we an}- rea- 
son to believe that It will treat us 
more considerately? Let all patriotic 
prohibition forces 
of America urfte 


congress to meet this crisis by the 
enactment of those 
a,nd other laws 


which will 
safeguard onr resources 


and uiakf our country efficient in thi^s 
hour of national peril. 


A QTKSTION OF TAXATION. 


(Iiulianjipoils News.) 


One of the strongest arguments In 


favor of selective conscription—name- 


ly, that It would insure and promote 
industrial efficiency—may be fairly 
urged against the imposition of bur- 
densome taxes on corporations as such. 
The basis for the taxation of corpora- 
tions Is the debt which they owe the 
states, from which they derive their 
large powers, and their very life. 
Jt 


is fitting and proper that they should 
be specially taxed. But it Is not well 
that the life that they derive from the 
state should be weakened by excessive 
taxes. 


There are many who object to the 


proposed Increase in the excess profits 
tax. 
It is said that this would be 


mostly paid by small cbrporatlons, 
since many of the larger ones have 
floated large quantities of stock, and 
therefore do not earn the three per 
cent profit that is exempted under the 
law. 
It has been suggested that it 


would be much fairer Jo levy a flat 
three per cent tax on the net profits 
of all corporations. The point to be 
guarded is that while we tu» doing , 
everything in our power to er^urase 
and stimulate production we ought not 
to put too heavy a burden on indus- 
try. At the same time it must be re- 
membered that every tax that is levied 
Is a tax—either direct or indirect— 
on production, that every tax is a 
minus quantity, and is just so much 
taken from the strength ot the toller's 
arm or the fertility of the soil 


The problem, therefore, is one of 


raising the vast sums that'we shall 
need in such a way as to cripple In- 
dustry ns little as possible. New taxes, 
ana heavy ones there must be. The 
country understands that, and is.qulto 
ready to pay them. 
But it has the 


right to expect that the best, expert 
advice will be taken, precisely as it 
luis be<in taken by the administration 
in the mimor of army organisation.

The 
cereal need no longer be strained, but 
must be very thoroughly cooked. 


The diet at this time should include 


all articles advised for earlier years, 
with the addition of more meats, vege- 
tables, aiid fruits. 
Baked 
potatoes, 


with a little butter, are a staple food 
at this period. Bread and butter, or 
toast and butter, and plenty of hard 
crusts or 
swiehack are important. 


Eggs or meat, such as roasted, boiled, 
or broiled beef, mutton, chicken or fish, 
should be given at least once a day. 


The child of 
four will probably 


thrive on three or four meals a day, 
the heaviest being taken in the mid- 
dle of the day. 
Jf he appears to be 


hungry, a light lunch such as milk, 
may be given in the interval between 
breakfast and dinner and supper, but

destroy the appetite for the simple, 
rather restricted diet adapted to then- 
need. 


Children should have an abundance 


of pure, cool drinking water. This is 
especially important in summer, when 
they are perspiring freely. 
If there 


is any doubt about the purity of the 
water it should be filtered or boiled, 
or both. 


Since it is always difficult for chil- 


dren to chew their food /V>roperly it 
should be finely minced, mashed, or 
softened for them throughout these 
early years.

should children have coffee, tea, or 
strong cocoa. 
They should have no 


highly seasoned or spiced foods, .-lull 
pastries, ran- vegetables, onions, corn, 
or cabbage.

Those who wish to qualify as 


officers in the new United States 
army will have an opportunity 
when the military training camp 
opens on May 14th, at Fort Ben- 
jamin Harrison, Indianapolis. This 
will be the first chance for men of 
suitable ability to enter the army 
with a grade befitting their merit. 


The three months course. will 


cover, in "tabloid" form, the en- 
tire four years course of practical 
military training given at West 
Point. At the end of the three 
months, those who have success- 
fully completed the course of in- 
struction and drill, will be given 
commissions in the officers' re- 
serve corps, from second lieuten- 
ant upward according to the dem- 
onstrated ability of the individual, 
and will then await the orders of 
the secretary of war. 


The camp is open to all citizens 


of good moral standing between 
the ages of 30 years and 44 years, 
and with the equivalent of a high 
school education. 
Men of mature 


years, with executive ability and 
the quality of leadership, 
are 


especially desired, although this 
preference does not by any means 
exclude the 
younger 
element. 


Previous military training and a 
college education are an advant- 
age, but are not necessary. Physi- 
cal examination will be required 
before the camp opens, but all 
mental examinations have been 
waived. 


The three months course will 


constitute work and training of the 
most serious sort. The number of 
entrants has been limited to 2,500, 
and these will receive the close at- 
tention of United States army of- 
ficers. Every one who makes good 
is .assured a commission. 


It is understood that the new of- 


ficers, graduating from the special 
training camps, will immediately 
be put to work officering and 
training the newarmyof 500,000 or 
1.000,000 men to be raised by act 
of congress. When an officer goes 
on duty, his salary starts. Salaries 
run from $1.700 for second lieu- 
tenant to $3,000 for major, and 
certain extras are allowed by the 
government. 


All transportation expenses to 


Ft. Harrison will be allowed by 
the government and all subsist- 
ence, arms, and other equipment 
will be supplied. But. in the event 
the government is unable to fur- 
nish uniforms and shoes, the mem- 
bers of the camp will be asked to 
furnish these, for which the gov- 
ernment will later reimburse them. 
The complete cost of uniform 
equipment, 
consisting of 
hat. 


shoes, two pair service breeches, 
two flannel shirts, leggings and 
coat, is between $15 and $20. 


Up to date, no provision has 


been made for paying the mem- 
bers of the camp for their services 
during the three months training, 
but it is understood that a confer- 
ence between the war department 


and the house committee on mil- 
itary affairs h'as resulted in an 
agreement to attach a rider to the 
army appropriation bill to provide 
for compensation. 
The Military 


Training: Camps association 
is 


bending every effort toxvard having 
this amount set at $100 per month. 


Applicants may express a prefer- 


ence for the branch of the service 
they desire, ami so far as possible 
this preference will bo respected, 
although the right is reserved to 
put any officer in the branch of 
the service to which he is best fit- 
ted. For the first month, the en- 
tire camp will be drilled as in- 
fantry, but at the beginning of the 
second month it will be divided 
into infantry, cavalry, artillery and 
engineering corps. Enlisted men 
in the militia may make applica- 
tion for this camp, but they should 
make sure of their ability to obtain 
a discharge from the national 
guard in case they are accepted. 
Commissioned officers of the na- 
tional guard are not eligible. 


The limitation of the member- 


ship to 2,500 makes it advisable 
for those who wish to enter the 
training camp to make application 
by mail at once.

present coliseum site, at once. 
This

control of one of the most valuable 
municipal building sites in the city, it 
Is thought. 


If the additional ground is pur- 


chased, more money will be asked for 
a coliseum at the fall election. Suf- 
ficient funds will be asked to make the 
proposed structure a real memorial to 
the city's greatness. It Is said. 


It Is proposed that the coliseum be 


placed In tho center of the large tract, 
If the additional ground Is purchased. 
The building would then have an en- 
trance on Lewis. Clinton and Montgom- 
ery 
streets.

ery street doorways. It would afford 
better means of entrance and more se- 
curity against lire.

The coming to 


ithls upper room has been pointed out 
by a man hearing a pitcher (Mk. 
14:12-16). the pitcher being suggestive 
of the Holy Spirit which was about to 
icome In the place of the visible Christ, j 
;and It Is in the midst of such sacred ; | 
surroundings as this that Satan enters 
the hearts of students. This is a sug- 
gestion as to the power of environment 
Environment Is an aid, but it does not 
produce effective safety. No moment 
Is too holy for Satanic suggestion. 
Jesus knew that the hour was coma 
•when he was to depart out of the 
•world. 
"Having loved his own. hu 


loved them to the end." 
Even though 


the Father had given all things into 
his hands, still It was necessary foi 
him to teach the disciples once more, 
and finally, the lesson of humility. H« 
knew and 
remembered

among the disciples (Luke 22:24-28), 
Doctor Bonard's famous dream, analyz- 
ing zeal ns being made up of ambi- 
tion, pride and elements other than 
the love of God Is worthy of consid- 
eration In this connection.

John, who wrote this 
epistle-, wns one of the apostles guilty 
of an unholy strife for power and po- 
sition, and desirous of bringing fire 
down upon those who did not acknowl- 
edge nnd follow Jesus, but he became 
a marvel of love nnd tenderness.

Such 
service Is not egotistical.

Within a week after planting your 


seed potatoes begin cultivation. 


Mulch the soil about the plants, be- 


tween them and between the rows, 
taking care not to bruise the sprouts. 
Begin drawing the soil toward the 
plants, so there will be slight hills 
about each, these hills will get higher 
by this sort of cultivation. 


It is unwise to start planting po- 


tatoes before May, for they are much 
inclined to rot in the ground if a wet 
spell comes along. 


Potatoes should be cultivated at 


least six times after 
they are up. 


That will keep down the weeds, build 
up the hills and keep the top soil 
mulched,.

Soil inclined to become hard needs 


hoeing oftcncr than loose soil. 
In 


dry weather hoeing should be more 
frequent to conserve moisture. 
But 


don't hoo while the ground is soaked. 
That makes clods, which allow evapo- 
ration of moisture in the grpund. 


When hoeing, be careful not to dig 


deeply around the plants for you may 
injure tho growing potatoes. 


The size of the hill depends a lot 


upon the condition. It should be suf- 
llcioiU to protect the tubers from sun- 
burn and from early frosts. 
If pota- 


toes have been -planted shallow, more 
hilling will be needed than if they 
havo been 
planted 
deep, 
and the 


depth of planting depends much upon 
the condition of your soil. Light noils, 
dp.in; heavy soils, shallow.

The time of planting for these is 


about the same, the difference being 
that the early varieties sprout more 
quickly and produce crops sooner than 
the late varieties. 


If your garden is large enough you 


might divide your potato patch In 
early and late gardens, digging the 
early ones for summer eating and 
saving the latcs for winter use. 


Later I will tell about fighting the 


insects that may happen to worry po- 
tatoes. Then, too, I'll have something 
to say about when and how to dig 
them out of the ground, and how to 
store them for winter use. 


In some parts of tho country Irish 


potatoes cannot be grown successful- 
ly. That is true of most southern 
states. There the sweet potato talscs 
its place. But many northern states, 
too, are suitable for sweet potatoe pro- 
duction. 
In fact, they are grown in 


certain localities all the way up to 
the 
southern Minnesota 'boutidary 


line. 


Sweet potatoes demand a growing 


period of at least four and a. half 
months without frost; warm nights 
and abundant sunshine during the 
day, and a moderate rainfall during 
the growing season. They thrive bes 
in moderately fertile sandy loam, and 
may ho grown in almost pure, smid 
especially where the subsoil is a yel- 
low clay.
